Eva Werts was the first witness 


called by ; the state. She was sworn 
and took the solemn oath with the 
coolness and firmness of an expert wit- 
ness. 


Prosecutor 
Fitzgibbon 
took 
the 


witness and put her through a thor- 
ough examination. Nothing addition- 
al was brought out by her testimony. 
Her story as told before the court 
Thursday morning 
varied 
not one 


whit from that told to the reporters 
on the morning of the tragedy while 
she sat in the little kitchen at the 
home of John Schimp. 


Bit by bit she was brought to tell 


the court the gruesome particulars of 
the tragedy 
and 
of the important 


points which bear on the case. 
She 


told of the ill feeling 
between Levi 


Bevard and the 
dead woman. She 


told how Bevard was not permitted to 
come into the house after he had mar- 
ried Rose Werts, 
daughter 
of 
the 


murdered woman and a first cousin of 
the defendant. 


In a. clear and concise tone she re- 


cited incidents when Levi and his wife 
would come to the Werts home, told 
how Levi would leave his wife there 
while he drove to the home of Mr. 
Wright, who lives a short distance 
west- of the AVerts home. After his 
wife had concluded her 
visit, 
Levi 


would drive to the house, get his wife 
and proceed to their home. • 


On these visits, which occurred sev- 


eral times a month until a few months 
ago, Bevard and Mrs. Werts would 
not speak, kva told the court about 
the $100 which her grandmother gave 
to Rosa Bevard several weeks before 
the tragedy to deposit in the 
bank. 


She was to return the certificate of 
deposit on the following Sunday. She 
told how she had asked Mrs. Bevard 
for the certificate and how it was re- 
fused to her. The testimony showed 
that Mrs. Bevard insisted all the time 
that she had deposited the money but 
refused to show Eva the certificate of 
deposit which she received. 


Prosecutor Fitzgibbon drew out of 


the witness little by little about the 
notice which Mrs. Werts received from 
the bank saying that a note was left 
there for collection and Eva 
stated 


that she saw the note and recognized 
Steven Bevard's hand 
writing. She 


then told of carrying a note to Steve 
Bevard, written under the direction of 
her grandmother, telling him to set- 
tle the matter by paying the note be- 
fore Saturday, June 3, or he would be 
arrested for forgery. 
She said that 


her grandmother could not write and 
that she signed her name by making 
a cross. She said that the note left 
at the bank was signed but that there 
was no cross there. 


Eva also told the court about a bill 


for lumber bought in 
Newark, 
for 


which Mrs. Werts gave to Steve Be- 
vard. $3.3~> with instructions to settle 
the same. 
She said that the amount 


remained unpaid 
until 
her 
grand 


mother came to town and settled the, 
bill herself. She said that there was 


ill feeling between her grandmother 
and Steve on this account. 


After the girl had been led to tell 


of the night before the tragedy, how 
she and her grandmother had 
been 


EVA WERTS. 


awakened by strange noises about the 
house, Prosecutor Fitzgibbon asked: 
"Who did you see strike your grand- 
mother?" Without the least 
hesita- 


tion or 
indication 
of 
doubt. 
Eva 


answered in a firm voice "Levi Be- 
vard!" 


She stated that she recognized the 


man from his height, clothing and his 
general appearance. 


Her story of the interview which 


she had Thursday morning after 
the 


tragedy with her cousin, Levi Bevard, 
differed but slightly from the same 
story told to the reporters a few days 
ago, telling how Levi threatened her 
life if she dared to tell 
whom 
she 


suspected. She testified that Levi told 
her not to tell that the man wore a 
derby hat and had on dark clothes. 
And not to tell that Mrs. Werts kept a 
revolver in the house. 


At this point in the testimony the 


trial stopped until the Coroner could 
bring into court the club and bloody 
pitch-fork which the officers found in 
the house and %yhieh figured in the 
tragedy. When these were brought in- 
to court, they were shown to Eva and 
she identified the club as being the 
one which she and the officers found 
on the floor of the bed room. The fork 
she identified as being one which her 
grandmother kept in 
the bedroom 


continually for self-defense. This con- 
cluded the state's examination of Eva 
Werts and she was turned over to At- 
torney B. G. Smythe who is defending 
Levi Bevard, the accused- 


Many preliminary 
questions 
were 


asked regarding the girl's age, but she 
insisted that she was but 14 years old, 
giving February 22, 1801, as the day of 
her birth. 
While answering these 


ciuestions Eva glanced at Chief Sheri- 
dan 
and 
smiled. Attorney Smythe 


j took up the matter and asked why she 
laughed. The witness answered: ''[ 
may as well laugh as cry." 


"You

"Why. yes," replied Eva. 
"The chief 
is a 
handsome man, 


isn't he?" continued the attorney.

thing new. She adhered to the points 
in the case with grim determination. 


The questions asked by the defense 


shows that one of the points will lie 
to implicate Eva in the r-rimo- with 
some one else. When he asked about 
the club. Attorney Smythe said: "Did 
you not take that club into the house 
yourself?' 


"No. I did not."' 
"Didn't you once hit your grand- 


mother with the club and knock her 
into the wood box?"

REPORT OF SUPT. HENDRICKS ON 


PARTMENT. 


'Cancer Cannot be Cured by Treating 


Symptoms—Mutualization Only 


Way of Relief.•' 


Albany, N. Y., June 22.—The report 


of Superintendent Francis Hendricks 
of the state insurance department to 
Governor Higgins upon his investiga- 
tion of the Equitable Life Assurance 
society was made public here and in 
New York. It is described in the title 
as "preliminary report," and sharply 
criticises the management of the so- 
ciety as well as the new trust arrange- 
ment for voting the stock agreed upon 
by Thomas F. Ryan and the trustees 
named by him. Superintendent Hen- 
dricks says: "No superficial measures 
will correct the existing evils in this 
society. 
A cancer can not be cured 


by treating the symptoms. Complete 
xnutualization with the elimination of 
the stock to be paid for at a price only 
commensurate with its dividends is, 
in my opinion, the only sure measure 
of relief. This report with a copy of 
the evidence taken on this investiga- 
tion will be transmitted to the attor- 
ney general for such action thereon 
as he may deem proper." 


Of Mr. Alexander, Mr. Hendricks 


says nncontroverted testimony shows 
that he was a participant in the 
"James K. Hyde and associates" 
transactions; that he executed the 
leases detrimental to the society's 
welfare, and has failed to meet the 
obligations imposed upon him as chief 
officer of the society. 
The summing 


up against Mr. Hyde is more severe. 
It sets forth that he permitted the 
society to lose heavily in its business 
transactions with 
the Commercial 


Trust company; that he exacted sal- 
aries out of all proportion to his age, 
ability or the value of his services; 
that he has been accustomed to draw 
large sums for expenses on his own 
unltemized vouchers; that he assumed 
domination of the society's affairs un- 
til the presidency was reduced to a 
position of secondary importance, and 
that ha proceeded to use the society 
and its assets more and more as if 
they were his own, until he was 
rhecked by the demand for mutual- 
Ization and his retirement.

St. Petersburg, June 22.—It is be- 


lieved here a great battle in Manchu- 
ria is now beginning, and official dis- 
patches from both sides bear out the 
idea that the Japanese have com- 
menced their main advance, though as 
yet there have been no heavy col- 
lisions. 
The Japanese, following the 


checking of the 
movement to the 


west, are 
now pushing forward in 


force along the railroad and the Man- 
darin and Mainaikai roads, their front 
now stretching from Singlungchuan, 
15 miles north of Changtufu, and east 
through 
Shuanniiaotzu 
station to 


Yanma pass, on the Mandarin road. 
The Russians retired their advance 
posts without serious resistance, and 
are evidently retiring to their first 
Hue- of entrenchments, which is be- 
liuve-'l to cross the railroad at Siping- 
hai, 14 miles farther north. They have 
a number of other fortified positions 
before reaching their ultimate line of 
defense at Kirin and at Changchuiifu, 
SO miles in the rear. 


Lieutenant General Linevitch evi- 


dently has imposed an embargo on 
press messages, indicating that, hostil- 
ities have entered a serious phase. If 
negotiations for an armistice are, on 
foot they must bear immediate fruit 
in order to prevent, a battle perhaps 
greater in its casualties than that of 
Mukden.

Of Fifty Thousand Polish Workmen 


Fired Upon by Coasacks. 


Lodz, Russian Poland, June 22.— 


Eighteen persons were killed and 300 
wounded by volleys fired by dragoons 
and Cossacks on a procession of 50,000 
workmen that had been'organized as 
a demonstration against tho govern- 
ment. The demonstration had been 
quietly arranged. The workmen with 
30 red flags marched through the 
streets, shouting "Down with 
des- 


potism." 
Up to this point the police 


had not Interfered. Soon the proces- 
sion reformed and was marching up 
Clowna street when suddenly the Cos- 
sacks and dragoons rushed from the 
side streets and fired a number of vol- 
leys.

cials that the switch was open is not 
thoroughly explained. The 
engineer, 


according to the fireman, jumped from 
the engine. 
Did he 
see the 
switch 


light burned wrong, or did he feel the 
engine .start to leave the track? The 
investigators seek an explanation of 
this question. 


The station agent at Mentor declares 


that the signal switch showed white 
for the flyer. Yet General 
Manager 


Marshall of the Lake Shore said this 
morning that he had found indisputa- 
ble evidence that the switch had been 
thrown against the train and was lock- 
ed open. It is impossible for a switch 
to be open and at the same time show 
a white 
signal 
unless- the 
switch 


mechanism ha's been tampered with, 
admitted Marshall, but he said there 


is nothing to show that the .switch 


mechanism had been tampered with in 
that way. 


Fireman Oorham told Marshall that 


the signal light had shown white. 


"Tyler, the engineer, when he reach- 


ed Mentor." says Oorham, "-told me: 
It's O. K. The signal's right." The 
light showed white and we 'both saw 
it white, 
it was just after that the 


engine struck the switch aud left the 
tracks.'' 


'The agent, 
at Mentor," Marshal! 


Baid. "corroborated Gorham in regard 
to the signal being set white. Yet the 
switch was open. I can't account for 
the switch being one way and the light 
another. There doesn't 
.seem to be 


any way to account for it. The switch 
showed in perfect condition after the 
accident. There certainly was no de- 
fect in either switch or rails."

was awakened by the terrific shock. 


The wreck caught fire and the rescu- 


ers fought with the flames to recover 
the dead and succor the wounded. Few, 
people in the forward car, a combina- 
tion smoker and baggage car escaped 
death or injury. 


Cleveland was quickly notified and 


a relief train, 
hearing doctors and 


nurses was hurried to the scene.

velt In the Rebate Case. 


HARMON WAS NOT SUSTAINED 


NO AGREEMENT 


Between Wehrle Company and Polish- 


ers—Statement Made by C. R. 


Atherton, National Officer. 


Latter Would Have Instituted Action 


Against the Railway Officials, |n- 
cludina Secretary of the Navy Mor- 
ton—Chief 
Executive Praises the 


Integrity of the Latter. 


Washington, June 22.—In a compli- 


mentary \ein President Roosevelt has 
discussed the integrity and ability of 
Paul Morton, former vice president of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad company, and now conclud- 
ing his duties as secretary of the navy 
that he may assume the chairmanship 
of board of directors of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society of New York. 
These expressions are contained in 
two letters, one addressed to the at- 
torney general and the other to Mr. 
Morton. The letters were made pub- 
lic by the administration together 
with a number of others, which, taken 
together,, show the precise point of 
difference between the department of 
justice and Messrs. Harmon and Jud- 
son, 
who recently resigned as special 


counsel for the government rebate 
case involving the 
Santa Fe rail- 


road and the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company. The special counsel wished 
to bring contempt proceedings against 
the officers of the road, which would 
have included Mr. Morton. Their po- 
sition was that the testimony adduced 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission established a violation of the 
court order of March 25, 1902, re- 
straining the company from executing 
any agreement to transport interstate 
traffic at rates lower than the pub- 
lished tariff of the road. This testi- 
mony, they contended, constituted a 
prima facie case against the officers of 
the road, and the only way to ascer- 
tain their guilt or innocence was 
through contempt proceedings. 


Attorney General 
Moody opposed 


bringing the contempt proceedings on 
the ground that while the evidence 
before the commission might show a 
violation of the injunction 
by the 


road, it contained nothing connecting 
any officer of the company with such 
violation. President Roosevelt took 
the same view. Both the president 
and the attorney general agreed that 
contempt proceedings should be in- 
stituted impersonally against the cor- 
poration in both the Colorado Fuel 
and the International Harvester case. 
The latter case, the president says, 
stands exactly on the same footing, 
and involves practically all of the 
western roads.

The fail- 
ure of the company was the direct 
issue of the forgeries of the late Ben- 
jamin H. Gaskill, the banker, who had 
raised many certificates of stock from 
one to 100 shares and borrowed 
money on them.

SHARPLY ATTACKS LGOMIS 


Claims the Statement He Attempted 


to Steal or Otherwise 
Improperly 


Procure Evidence Is Unwarranted. 
Criticises the Action of the Ex3cu- 
tive Department of the Government. 


Washington, June 22.—In reply to 
resident Roosevelt's letter dismiss- 
ng him from the diplomatic service 
as a result of the investigation made 
by Secretary Taft into the contro- 
versy between Herbert \v. Bowen, for- 
mer minister to Venezuela, and Fran- 
cis B. Loomis, first assistant secretary 
of state, Mr. Bowen has made public a 
engthy statementinwhich he declares 
hat the "Venezuelan scandal consti- 
utes a national disgrace." He asserts 
hat "the Loomis scandal" pervaded 
Caracas and constantly "grew worse 
and -worse." Mr. Bowen says that 
shortly after he called the matter to 
he attention of the department of 
state he received a cable offer from 
Washington of diplomatic promotion 
hat would remove him from Caracas. 
'I admit," says Bowen, "that I re- 
;arded the offer as an attempt to 
jribe me, veiled under the offer of a 
ligher position and inspired by Mr. 
Loomis. I make no doubt that in the 
course of the recent inquiry it has 


en sufficiently plain that I did not 


think Mr. Loomis an honest man and 
that I did not believe his conduct as 
minister to Venezuela had been honor- 
able." 


Discussing the rumors he says he 


found current in Caracas affecting Mr. 
Loomis' integrity, Mr. Bowen says: 


"Mr. Loomis, while minister, was 


reported to have used his public posi- 
tion to fill his private purse by obtain- 
ing interests in concessions and in 
various claims against the Venezuelan 
government. 
He 
was 
commonly 


thought also to have been in the pay 
of the Bermudez Asphalt company, 
and to have made use of his own 
official position to give color to the 
belief that the United States govern- 
ment was especially favorable to the 
side of the company in its controversy 
with 
the Venezuelan authorities. I 


had no means of refuting these scan- 
dalous statements. Their substantial 
truth was assumed hy my diplomatic 
colleagues as well as by the general 
public at Caracas." 


Charges Against Loomis. 


After referring to the appearance of 


Loomis' charges in several papers, 
Mr. Bowen says: "To say that I instt 
gated these charges is the product of 
a heated imagination. 
It was right 


after this that I was summoned by 
the state department to' Washington, 
and a departmental inquiry was made 
into Mr. Loomis' conduct in Vene- 
zuela, and I was dismissed from the 
diplomatic service. Yet I am not 
either responsible for Mr. Loomis' un- 
savory reputption in Caracas nor for 
the circulation of scandalous reports 
about him. He established his repu- 
tation himself, while living there as 
American minister from 1897 to 1901, 
and the statements charging him with 
dishonest and dishonorable 
conduct 


were made with such detail of circum- 
stances that mere denial by me wa3 
useless." 


Referring to the documents left by 


his predecessor in the legation at Ca- 
racas and forwarded by Mr. Bowen to 
the state department, the latter says: 
"I can not better express my own 
feelings in regard to their contents 
than in the words of the secretary ot 
state, who, in his letter acknowledg- 
ing their receipt, said: 'I have been 
greatly surprised and pained in read- 
ing the documents you sent me.'" 


Refers to Mayer's Letter. 


Mr. Bowen also gives the text of a 


letter from Charles R. Mayer of Co- 
lumbus, -addressed to Francis B 
Loomis, and referring to services ren- 
dered-by Mr. Loomis in securing a 
contract for furnishing a loan to Ven- 
ezuela. 
Mr. Bowen's statement con- 


cludes: "Mr. Loomis explains that ii 
this contract, which was to give a 
million and a quarter, had 
gone 


through, he had intended to resign 
The conduct of the man who as Amer- 
ican minister was willing to partici 
pate in such transactions as the fore 
going is considered by his official su 
perior as merely 'indiscreet,' and he 
is retained in the public service. My 
personal fate and fortune are of ligir 
interest to the public. 
But it does 


concern the whole country that its 
diplomatic 
representatives 
abroa( 


should be men of clean character and 
unsullied reputation, and every Amer 
ican citizen should be especially con 
cerned when a man who, as minister 
to a foreign state, has been the causa 
of grave scandals affecting his per 
Bonal integrity and the honor of his 
government, is promoted to the high 
office of first assistant secretary o: 
state, and controls important negotia. 
tions with the very government a 
whose capital he caused the scandals 
and gained a tainted reputation."

telegraph office and watched for the 
train through the window. Minor saw 
the headlight leap into sight and heard 
the roar of the engine and wheels. He 
failed to notice that the engine had 
taken the switch and so far as 
he 


knew the train was running safely on 
the main track. The little station is 
on the south side of the tracks, which 
at that point lie due east and west. 
The side trark is north of thf main 
line and the freight house, north of 
the side trnrk. stood opposite the sta 
tion. 
The side track 
switch is 
300 


feet west of the 
station. 
It is 
now 


known that the locomotive, in spite of 
its great speed, took the switch proper-

CONTEMPT 


PROCEEDINGS 


Were Opposed by President Roose- 


velt In the Rebate Case. 


HARMON WAS NOT SUSTAINED 


NO AGREEMENT 


Between Wehrle Company and Polish- 


ers—Statement Made by C. R. 


Atherton, National Officer. 


Latter Would Have Instituted Action 


Against the Railway Officials, In- 
cluding Secretary of the Navy Mor- 
ton—Chief 
Executive Praises the 


Integrity of the Latter. 


Washington, June 22.—In a compli- 


mentary vein President Roosevelt has 
discussed the integrity and ability of 
Paul Morton, former vice president of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad company, and now conclud- 
ing his duties as secretary of the navy 
that he may assume the chairmanship 
of board of directors of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society of New York. 
These expressions are contained in 
two letters, one addressed to the at- 
torney general and the other to Mr. 
Motion. The letteis were made pub- 
lic by the administration together 
with a number of others, which, taken 
together,, show the precise point of 
difference between the department of 
justice and Messrs Harmon and Jud- 
son, who recently resigned as special 
counsel for the government rebate 
case involving the Santa Fe rail- 
road and the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company. The special counsel wished 
to bring contempt proceedings against 
the officers of the road, which would 
have included Mr. Morton. Their po- 
sition was that the testimony adduced 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission established a violation of the 
court order of March 25, 1902, re- 
straining the company from executing 
any agreement to transport interstate 
tralhc at lates lower than the pub- 
lished tariff of the road. This testi- 
mony, they contended, constituted a 
prima- facie case against the officers of 
the road, and the only way to ascer- 
tain 
their guilt or innocence was 


through contempt proceedings. 


Attorney General 
Moody opposed 


bringing the contempt proceedings on 
the ground that while the evidence 
before the commission might show a 
violation of the injunction 
by 
the 


road, it contained nothing connecting 
any officer of the company with such 
violation. President Roosevelt took 
the same view. Both the president 
and the attorney general agreed that 
contempt proceedings should be in- 
stituted impersonally against the cor- 
poration in both the Colorado Fuel 
and the International Harvester case. 
The latter case, the president says, 
stands exactly on the same footing, 
and involves practically all of the 
western roads.

"MEMORANDUM. 


'Between the Wehrle Stove Co. and 
their employes working in the Polish- 
ing and Bulling rooms. 
The Wchrle 


Stove Co. promise to re instate all em- 
plcves who were employed on June 1, 
1905, 
without discrimination, and said 


cmploves also asiee to obey all shop 
niles n.adc by said companv, and work 
for the best interests ot the firm 


"The company promises to start 


low their employes to wash up in buck- 
other grade of ornery (No. SO) and a 
sufficient number of wheels to properly 
do the work. 


Regarding a place to wash up and 


hang their clothes, the Wehrle Stove 
Co. further promises to erect a suit- 
able place tor both, as soon as con- 
venient, but in the meantime will al- 
as to protect them from the dim and 
ets luinished by themselves the com- 
pany furnishing hot water, and provide 
a temporary place to hang clothes so 
as to protect them from the clirst and 
dust. 


"In l.iring men in the future the com- 


pany agices to pursue its former poli- 
cy of not discriminating against union 
men, and agrees to employ experienc- 
ed polMiers and buffers. In case the 
company is unable, at any time to ob- 
tain experienced men, they will confer 
with the shop committee of their em- 
ployes for the purpose ot getting such 
help. The employes agree to co-oper- 
ate with the company whenever asked 
to do so, m assisting them by furnish- 
ing such experienced men as may be 
required. 


"There shall be a shop committee 


of the employes, whose duty it shall be 
to see that the men live up to the rules 
of the factory, and who shall confer 
with the foreman in case of any griev- 
ance the men may have. 


"It is the intention of both parties 


to this agreement to live up to it in 
_ood faith, and wilh a spirit that will 
promote harmony for all concerned.'' 


The memorandum was not accepted 


and the situation remains as it was on 
June 2, when the strike was inaugur- 
ated.

of men working in the place of those 
who quit work three weeks ago.

Claims the Statement He Attempted 


to Steal or Otherwise Improperly 
Procure Evidence Is Unwarranted. 
Criticises the Action o* the Execu- 
tive Department of the Government. 


Washington, June 22.—In reply to 


President Roosevelt's letter dismiss- 
ing him from the diplomatic service 
as a result of the investigation made 
by Secretary Taft into the contro- 
versy between Herbert \v. Bowen, for- 
mer minister to Venezuela, and Fran- 
cis B. Loomis, first assistant secretary 
of state, Mr. Bowen has made public a 
lengthy statementinwhich he declares 
that the "Venezuelan scandal consti- 
tutes a national disgrace." He asserts 
that "the Loomis scandal" pervaded 
Caracas and constantly "grew worse 
and worse." Mr. Bowen says that 
shortly after he called the matter to 
the attention of the department of 
state he received a cable offer from 
Washington of diplomatic promotion 
that would remove him from Caracas. 
"I admit," says Bowen, "that I re- 
garded the offer as an attempt to 
bribe me, veiled under the offer of a 
higher position and inspired by Mr. 
Loomis. I make no doubt that in the 
course of the recent inquiry it has 
been sufficiently plain that I did not 
think Mr. Loomis an honest man and 
that I did not believe his conduct as 
minister to Venezuela had been honor- 
able." 


Discussing the rumors he says he 


found current in Caracas aSecting Mr. 
Loomis' integrity, Mr. Bowen says: 


"Mr. Loomis. while minister, was 


reported to have used his public posi- 
tion to fill his private purse by obtain- 
ing interests in concessions and in 
various claims against the Venezuelan 
government. 
He 
was 
commonly 


thought also to have been in the pay 
of the Bermudez Asphalt company, 
and to have made use of his own 
official position to give color to the 
belief that the United States govern- 
ment was especially favorable to the 
side of the company in its controversy 
with the 
Venezuelan authorities. I 


had no means of refuting these scan- 
dalous statements. Their substantial 
truth was assumed by my diplomatic 
colleagues as well as by the general 
public at Caracas." 


Charges Against Loomis. 


After referring to the appearance of 


Loomis' charges in several papers, 
Mr Bowen says: "To say that I insti- 
gated these charges i,3 the product of 
a heated imagination. It was right 
after this that I was summoned by 
the state department to Washington, 
and a departmental inquiry was made 
into Mr. Loomis' conduct in Vene- 
zuela, and I was dismissed from the 
diplomatic service. Yet I am not 
either responsible for Mr. Loomis' un- 
savory reputption in Caracas nor for 
the circulation of scandalous reports 
about him. He established his repu- 
tation himself, while living there as 
American minister from 1897 to 1901, 
and the statements charging him with 
dishonest and dishonorable conduct 
were made with such detail of circum- 
stances that mere denial by me wa3 
useless." 


Referring to the documents left by 


his predecessor in the legation at Ca- 
racas and forwarded by Mr. Bowen to 
the state department, the latter says: 
"I can not better express my own 
feelings in regard to their contents 
than in the words of the secretary of 
state, who, in his letter acknowledg- 
ing their receipt, said: 'I have been, 
greatly surprised and pained in read- 
ing the documents you sent me.'" 


Refers to Mayer's Letter. 


Mr. Bowen also gives the text of a 


letter from Charles R. Mayer of Co- 
lumbus, -addressed to Francis B. 
Loomis, and referring to services ren- 
dered-by Mr. Loomis in securing a 
contract for furnishing a loan to Ven- 
ezuela. 
Mr. Bowen's statement con- 


cludes: "Mr. Loomis explains that if 
this contract, which was to give a 
million and a quarter, had gone 
through, he had intended to resign. 
The conduct of the man who as Amer- 
ican minister was willing to partici- 
pate in such transactions as the fore- 
going is considered by his official su- 
perior as merely 'indiscreet,' and he 
is retained in the public service. My 
personal fate and fortune are of light 
interest to the public. 
But it does 


concern the whole country that its 
diplomatic 
representatives 
abroad 


should be men of clean character and 
unsullied reputation, and every Amer- 
ican citizen should be especially con- 
cerned when a man who, as minister 
to a foreign state, has been the causa 
of grave scandals affecting his per- 
sonal integrity and the honor of his 
government, is promoted to the high 
office of first assistant secretary of 
state, and controls important negotia- 
tions with the very government at 
whose capital he caused the scandals 
and gained a tainted reputation."
